Columnist, the Sacramento morning 
daily received a statement relative 
to snow removal on U. S. Route 50 
from State Senator H. E. Dillinger 
of this district, which appeared in 
the Wednesday morning edition of 
The Union and was as follows: 
“Echo Summit could be opened at 
very little additional cost to the 
State. There is a rotary snow plow 
at Tahoe City which could be 
brought around the Nevada side of 
the lake to the foot of the snummit 
in a few hours. Then the 11 miles of 
snow remaining could be plowed out 


|in three or four days, after which the 


push plows already on the road 
could probably keep it open. The ro- 
tary crew is already being paid and 
the only additional cost to the state 
would be gas and oil, plus wear and 
tear on the equipment — probably 
not over a cauple of hundred dol- 
lars. 

“It would not interfere with the 
other road in any way. because in 
case of a sudden storm the plow 
could return to Tahoe City in 
few hours. If equipment is not avail- 
able to be stationed there, Echo 
Summit might have to be closed 
for short periods, but other roads 
are too, especially eastern and trans- 
continental routes. The rapidly 
growing importance of this region 
easily justifies expense.”
